Plant 
the bulbs in the autumn, three inches apart and one

Christmas Rost This j s not a rosej ^ ut a Helle- 
bore. It is called the Christmas Rose 55 because it is 
often in flower on Christmas Day, It should be planted 
in September in the shade. The best place is under the 
branches of a tree or among ferns. 


J A member of the Iris family. This is one 

of the easiest plants to grow, for it will do equally well 
in borders, in grass, or in bowls indoors. Put some bone 
meal in the holes when you plant the corms. Once 
planted, you can leave them- v 

for four years, "but then they 
should be lifted and divided.

Most Daffodils can be grown in flower 
borders, in grass, or in bowls indoors. The bulbs should 
be planted in the autumn. Out-of-doors, large bulbs 
should be one foot apart and six inches deep; small 
bulbs six inches apart and one-and-a half inches deep. 
They can then he left for five yean before being lifted. 
After flowering, the leaves should be left to yellow off 
before they are cut. 


The only difference between a Narcissus 
and a Daffodil is n as you can see from the picture, that 
the Narcissus has not got a long trumpet, For planting 
and growing, the treatment is the same for both. 


Tulips can be grown in flower borders or in 
bowls indoors, but they will not do well in grass. ~ 
sand and bone meal in the* holes when you plant 
bulbs in the autumn, six inches deep and five inches 
apart. They can then be left for three years before 
lifting. After flowering, allow the leaves to yellow off 
before removing them.

FntiHary member of the Lily family, commonly 
known as the Snake ? s-head Lily. The bulbs should be 
planted four inches deep in the autumn and some sand 
put in the holes. The Snake Vbcad Lily grows very well 
in grass and is also suitable for rockeries. 

A member of the Primrose family. It 
flowers in bunches and this distinguishes it from Primulas. 
The seed should be sown in March in John Innes Com- 
post' the baby plants pricked out in a cold frame and 
then planted out in June. These should be lifted and 
replanted in their final positions in September, and can 
be increased by dividing the roots after flowering. They 
prefer a moist situation. 

Grape Hvucinlh & member of the Lily family. 
The plants are very easy to 
grow and are especially suit- 
able for rockeries, though 
they do well in borders. 

Plant the bulbs in autumn, 
two inches deep and four 
inches apart.

One of the most beautiful 
of flowering shrubs. The one in the picture flowers in 
the spring and sheds ils leaves for the winter. There are 
aJso a few varieties which arc evergreen. Ail Magnolias 
should be planted in the spring. They need a good 
loamy suit, and grow better in shdLercd positions.

believe, this is a member of the Cabbage family. 
Deliciously scented, it will thrive on most soils and does 
not need manuring. Sow the seed in May or June, and 
when the plants appear, thin them out to one foot apart. 
Leave them unLil the autumn and then move them to the 
flower borders. They will flower the following summeiV 

Another member of the Cabbage family. 
The dwa rf plants are most suitable for rockeries, hut 
they do not tike a wet soiL Sow the seeds in March or 
April and they will flower the same year. Alyssums arc 
perennials.

Tulip Here are two more varieties of the plant 
already described on page 6. These are grown in just 
the same way. There are a great many varieties of 
Tulips in all .sorts of colours (except blush so that with 
care they will bloom from March until late June. 

_4j:ibrrtl[tf A member of the Cabbage family, which 
is sometimes known as Rock Cress. This is a very 
hardy, dwarf, evergreen plant, which does splendidly in 
rockeries or on the margins of flower beds. It produces 
a mass of bloom in early spring, and then flowers off 
and oil through the summer and into the early autumn. 
Sow the seed under glass in March or out-of-doors in 
May, 

A rah Is Another member of the Cabbage family* 
which is al&o sometimes 
known as Rock Cress. It is 
cheap to buy and easy to 
grow, and is excellent for 
rockeries or for hanging over 
walls. It will ftower in a mild 
winter, but is at its best in 
spring when it produces great 
masses of while bloom. It 
can easily be increased by 
division.

The rhizomes 
fwlndi correspond to bulbs in other plants) should be 
planted in October. Be careful not to bury them. They 
should be hall -out of the soil, in the sunniest possible 
position. Irises need all the sun they can get. Do not be 
disappointed if they do not flower for two years. You 
can increase them by splitting the rhizomes and planting 
them separately in the autumn. 


Though difficult to believe, this is a member 
ol uic Buttercup family. It is u hardy perennial which 
requires good soil and also good staking. Plant in 
October and remember that Peonies like a fair amount 
ol shade. You can increase by dividing the plants every 
lour years. 


.tijiittf‘gtn Another member of the Buttercup 
tsmiily. Sow the seeds in a frame in spring and trans- 
pitmt l he ni in the summer, when they will flower early in 
the following year.

They are big plants and should be 
set three to four feet apart. They need staking to prevent

Stvaet William A member of the Dianthus 
family. Sweet Williams are biennials; that is. they 
should be sown one year to flower the next, and then 
uprooted r Sow the seed in May. When the plants are 
transplanted they should be one foot apart. Sweet 
Williams do best on chalky soil If the soil is not chalky, 
they need some lime, 

Nigella Also known as Love-in-a-mist, >iigel3a is 
a hardy annual: it lives only one year. Sow the seed in 
spring out-of-doors in ordinary soil and, when the 
plants appear, thin them out to nine inches apart. 

Pansy a member of the Violet family. Pansies are 
very easy to grow, for they will thrive in almost any soil 

so long as it is not too dry. = - 

The seeds should be sow r n 
out-of-doors in early summer. 

Once you have got Pansies 
going in your garden, they 
will seed themselves.

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Pyre thrum A member or the Chrysanthemum 
family. Pyrethrums are perennials (come up year after 
year) and make excellent plants for the flower border, for 
they will flower a second time if cut hack after the first 
flowering- They can he increased by splitting up the 
dumps when they start growing. 

Cornflower A native British plant which is a hardy 
annual. Sow the seed out-of-doors in ordinary soil in 
September or April. When the plants begin to grow, 
thin them out to one foot apart and stake them, or they 
may blow over. 

Gevrn A member of she Rose family. Geums will 
thrive in almost any soil, flower in spring and early 
summer, and go on flowering for a long lime. Sow the 
seed in boxes in summer to flower the following year. 
The plants should be set out one-and-a-half feet apart in 
May. 

Stock Some Stocks are biennials and some are 
annuals. The seed of Brampton Stock, a biennial, 
should be sown out-of-doors in May to flower the 
following year. The great thing tu remember about 
Stocks is that they should be 
planted thickly together. 

Day Ulv Each flower 
lasts only a day, but the 
pEant will go on flowering 
for a very long time. Day 
Lilies are best planted in 
clumps one foot apart in a 
sunny position. They can be

They are best 
planted in the autumn, and require hard pruning in the 
spring, at the end of March or early in April, Pruning 
is an arL and it is better to get an expert to show you 
how to do it the first time, 

Florihiinda Rose The name given to all those 
Roses which flower in clusters, having many flowers at 
the same time. They are very hardy and should be 
planted in the autumn. They do not require as hard 
pruning as the HX Rojics. but again it is best to get an 
expert to show you how to do it. 

if i- : A shrub famous for its scent. It will 

flourish on most soils, but particularly fond of chalk. 
Plant two feet apart, cither in the autumn or spring. 
You can get more plants by taking cuttings of the side 
shoots during the growing sea son - 

Diautfms This is the Carnation family. The 
flowers in the picture are the very popular hybrids 
known a& All wood in The 
seed should be sown out-of- 
doors in summer. Once the 
plants are established, they 
can be increased by pulling 
young shoots out of the 
sockets of the old plants, and 
replanting them in sandy, 
moist soil in summer.

Pink One of the real old-fashioned garden dowers 
which has never lost its popularity. The white variety , 
known as Mrs. Sinking, is perhaps the best known. The 
seed should be sown out-of-doors in summer, but once 
the plants are established, they can be increased by 
pulling the young shoots out of the sockets of the old 
plants, and re -planting them in. sandy soil out-of-doors 
in summer. 

Saxifrage There is an enormous variety of Saxifrages. 
Some of them are very small and moss-like in their growth, 
while others are quite talk loose and spreading. They are 
all hardy alpine plants, and most of them are very suit- 
able for rockeries. It is best to plant in the autumn. 

Lit Ji oap erntu m a dwarf, evergreen, creeping shrub 
which produces a wealth of bright blue flowers in early 
summer. It is particularly suitable for rockeries. It is 
sometimes known as Cromwell. 

- ^ i rn&ria Commonly known as Thrift, this is a native 
British plant. There are a great many garden varieties, 
which a re parti cularly su ited to 
sunny positions in the rockery. 

i.rtintian A hardy alpine 
plant which is best grown m 
rockeries or in old sinks. The 
one in the picture is called 
AeaulEs, and it likes a gravel 
soil. Gentians are said to be 
difficult to grow, hut this is 
because they are often planted 
in unsuitable soli.

Tigi'immi, ihe Tiger Lily, four feet high, flowers in Sep- 
tember, which h later than the others. Lily bulbs 
should be planted in the autumn in holes filled with sand 
five inches deep and six inches apart. After flowering* 
do not cut the flower stems down until Lhcy are yellow. 

The 
one in the picture is the famous Blue Poppy of Tibet, 
Et is a very hardy perennial. Sow the seed in August, in 
soil with plenty of leaf-mould, Ash Cambria j h the Welsh 
Poppy, has yellow flowers and is even hardier.

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Achillea a member of the Daisy family, often 
known as Yarrow. It is one of the easiest plants to grow, 
for it is hardy and does not mind what sort of soil it 
grows in. In fact, it will do well on heavy, cold ground. 
You can increase the plants by dividing them in autumn 
or spring. 


Alstrotnerta The Peruvian Lily. Though hardy t 
it grows best in a sunny, sheltered position and prefers 
sandy soil. If you remove the flowers as soon as they 
fade you will get blooms practically throughout the 
summer. You can Increase the plants by division in the 
autumn, but you should not do it every year, 

n t: h n s a Aha rdy pere nn ial which grows vi gorously 
in cool moist places. It does not need a rich soil. Sow 
the seed in the spring for flowering the following year; 
or the plants can be increased by division in t he autumn. 

Uetenium a member of the Daisy family and 
another very easy plant to grow, for it is hardy and will 
do well in any good garden soil, flowering in late summer. 
It is easy to grow front seed, 
and can also be increased by 
division in the springi

known as “ Red-hot Poker *\ Start by sowing seed in 
spring, but once the plants have grown, the roots can be 
divided in spring io get more plants. Kniphofia does 
best in rich soil, in the autumn the long leaves must, be 
Lied in knots, and let them wither before snapping them 
off. 

Ghnlitilux A member of the ins Family, It is best 
to start by buying corms (bulbs), for the seeds take two 
years to flower. Plant the conns one foot apart in a sunny 
position,, and put some sand and peat or leaf-mould in 
the holes. The plants must be staked. In November lift 
the corms and store them in a box of sand for use the 
following year, 

* A member of the Dianthus family. It 

is best to start with some of the border varieties, which 
are evergreens. Get young plants in spring and plant 
them one and a half feet apart in deeply-dug soil, putting 
some ashes in the holes. Each plant must be staked. 

L o lirli ti The dwarf one shown in the picture is the 
best Lo start with, for it 
makes a wonderful edging for 
flower beds, and will bloom 
for several months. Sow the 
seed in a frame in the winter. 

Once you have plants you can 
increase Lhem by taking 
cuttings in the autumn, but 
you must grow the cuttings

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Climbing Nasturtiums should be 
grown against a wall or on a pergola. The smaller 
varieties do well in ornamental urns, as shown in the 
picture, or at the from of flower borders. They are very 
easy to grow, but do not like rich soil. Sow the seed 
outside in spring to flower in the summer. When the 
plants appear, thin them to nine inches apart. 


tfntlyfo Of'/. There are perennial and annual Holly- 
hocks. It is best Lo start with the annual varieties. Sow 
I he seeds under glass towards Lhe end of winter, and set 
the plants out in June, when they will flower in July or 
August- They need staking, and do especially well 
against a fence or wall. 

G truaium The plants shown in the picture are 
called Pelargoniums. They can only be grown in pots, 
Geraniums can be taken from their pots in June and set 
out in the flower borders, but really these are greenhouse 
plants, and they cannot be grown successfully without a 
greenhouse. 


Antirrhinum a native 
called 11 Snapdragon r1 . Sow 
the seed under glass in March. 
When the baby plants appear, 
prick them out three incites 
apart and allow them plenty 
of air. Set them out in May 
one foot apart and they will 
flower before midsummer.

nial plant which grows about three feet high and blooms 
in the summer, h is very easy to grow in any ordinary 
garden soil, and the plants can be increased by dividing 
the roots in spring. 

f n c nj on e Japtmit A member of the Buttercup 
Family. The variety shown in the picture blooms in late 
summer and autumn. To start with, a plant must be 
bought, but after that the only difficulty is keeping it 
within bounds. It spreads very rapidly and, if the plant 
is not kept under strict control, will soon swamp other 
plants and even force its way up through grave] paths. 

l.oleus Tins is an evergreen shrub which is valued 
for its coloured leaves, the flowers being quite insig- 
nificant. Though Coleus can be put out in the border 
for the summer, as shown in the picture, they are really 
greenhouse or conservatory plants, and cannot be ktpi 
through the winter unless the plants are potted-up and 
placed in a warm greenhouse. 

Rfigunui This is another 
be managed without a green- 
house, for it must be grown 
in a pot in heat until May. 

Begonias can then be planted 
out in June, in rich soil, in a 
fairly shady position. After 
flowering they must be lifted 
in September, and the tubers 
(which correspond to bulbs) 
stored in a dry place for the 
winter, potting them up again 
in the spring.

Clematis arc beautiful climbing plants, which can be 
grown up walls or over a trellis or a tree slump. They 
need good, rich soil with plenty of manure, and a sunny 
post Lion. They are best planted in autumn and should 
be given plenty of water in the spring. 

tlfi tubing $\osr The true Climbing and Rambler 
Roses are Polya nth a Roses, which grow vigorously and 
bear abundant dusters of single or double flowers. They 
are excellent for growing up pillars, over arches, or 
against walls. They need scarcely any pruning, but the 
dead flowers should always be removed. 

Passion tlnnrr A beautiful climber which 
blooms in summer, not really hardy and must be planted 
in a sheltered position. A good idea is to cut back the 
side shoots to one inch from the base in February. The 
plant gets its name because the various parts resemble 
Lhc articles used at the crucifixion of Christ. The leaf 
is the spear: the tendrils, the scourges; the column, the 
pillar of The Cross; the anthers, the hammer; the styles, 
the nails. The while signifies purity and the blue, heaven.

Aaupnnlhus This is the African Lily from the 
Cape of Good Hope. It is not hardy and so is best grown 
in a large tub, so that it can be moved indoors lor the 
winter. You can get more plants by division in spring. 

ItiiarvHis Belladtinna The Belladonna Lily. 
Another tub plant which may be placed out-of-doors irt a 
sheltered position in September, but must be brought m 
for the winter. The bulbs should be plan Led in a com- 
post of three parts loam to one part leaf-mould and one 
Quarter part sand. The leaves come after the beautiful 
flowers, 

Carpenturin An evergreen shrub which grows to . 
ten feet high and bears scented flowers m June. Any 
garden soil suits it, but it must have the shelter of a wall, 
jf it is to survive the winter. 

Peiut$n A member of 
the Pot a La family, II is nn 
immiLit, which likes a sunny 
position and bears a pro- 
fusion of brilliant flowers. 

Any soil will do, but it must 
be kept well -watered. The 
dead heads should be picked 
off 1-0 encourage further 
flowering. It is best to buy 
plants (which are cheap) and 
io gel them one fooL aparl.

Ftixg!ui i This is a biennial, which means that you 
should sow the seed one year to give flowering plants the 
next. But, as a matter of fact, once you have got Fox- 
gloves you need not bother to sow' seed, because they 
seed themselves freely, and you will find them popping 
up all over the place. 

This is a hardy evergreen, which is 
valuable in the garden because it will grow under trees 
and in other shady places where most plants will not 
grow. Moreover, it is not a bit particular about the sort 
of soil. You can get more plants by division in the spring, 

Solomon s Seal This is an other plant which likes 
shady places, but it will not grow actually under trees. 
It is" wonderfully graceful and very hardy, but is slow 
growing. It i$ best planted in the autumn. 

St. John s ff'tn-r There are many varieties of this 
hardy perennial. One of the most popular is sometimes 
known as the “ Rose of Sharon ”, It will grow almost 
anywhere (even under trees) and is practically evergreen. 
It should be planted one fool 
apart in the autumn, and it 
will then form a dense mass. 
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Sunflower A member of the Daisy family. The 
one shown in the picture is the Common Sunflower, 
which is a. hardy annual, growing to a height of six to 
ten feet. It is easily grown from Seeds sown one quarter 
of an inch deep in ordinary soil* in a sunny position, 
where desired to flower, 

Ph lox One of the most magnificent perennial garden 
plants. It will thrive in any good soil, hui needs plenty 
of watering. Phloxes are easy to grow from seed sown 
in frames in summer, and the plants can be- increased by 
division at any time between November and April. 

Michaelmas Daisy There is an enormous 
variety of Michaelmas Daisies in many different colours 
and heights. All are hardy perennials and flower when 
most other garden plants are past their best. They are 
easy to grow in almost any soil, and can be increased by 
division in spring just when they begin to grow. Plants 
which have stood for two years should always be divided , 

A South African plant which does well 
in sunny borders in well- 
drained soil. Plant the bulbs 
three inches deep and two 
inches apart in March or 
April, with a little sand in 
the holes. There is nothing 
else required for propagation. 
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Ghtvsantfie mufti This h the |L Golden Flower " 
of the Chinese, The perennial varieties are in bloom 
through the summer from May to October, The annual 
varieties arc easy to grow from seed and flower in a few 
weeks. The annual* are especially good for indoor 
deco radon. Both sort* will nourish in sunny positions 
in any good garden soil. 

Zinnia Zinnia* are annuals of most brilliant colour*. 
They should he planted in June, and until they begin to 
grow should be sheltered from the wind. A bit of sacking 
will do this very well. They grow very fast, and must 
then be tied to a good stake or they will blow over, 

Limvnium Bandiwlli A member of the Plum- 
bago family. The one in the picture comes from Algeria 
and is an annual. It has to he grown in pots indoors 
(the seed should be sown in February) and then trans- 
planted out-of-doors in May, It must have a sunny 
position. 
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Golden Rod a member of the Daisy family. It 
will thrive in any soil and cither in sun or shade, Sow 
the seed out-of-doors in April. The plants can be 
increased by splitting the roots in winter, but this will 
probably not be necessary T as Golden Rod often spreads 
so quickly that it becomes almost a weed. 

t > ■ ' Another member of the Daisy family, which 
came originally from Mexico. There are a great many 
different sorts, but all require a deep, fertile and moist 
soil. All Dahlias, to flower properly, require a lot of 
watering during the growing stage. Dahlias can be 
grown from seed, but it is better to start by buying plants 
in the spring for delivery in June. The tubers {corres- 
ponding to bulbs in other plants) should be lifted in the 
autumn and stored for the winter in a dry, frost-proof 
place, for replanting the following year. If this is done, 
each plant will last for several years. 




Htdifdirysun r Another member of the Daisy 
family, commonly known as the 11 Everlasting Flower T 
The seeds should be sown in boxes in February* -and the 
plants set out one-and-a-half 
feet apart in May, If the 
flowers are gathered early and 
hung head downwards in 
bunches, in a cool t dry place, 
the colour will remain 
throughout the winter. 
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Philadelphus A member of the Saxifrage family. 
Often cal lea Syringa or Mock Orange, This is a beautiful 
and very hardy shrub with a wonderful scent. Tt will 
thrive in any ordinary soil, After flowering all the old 
wood should be cut out. 

Hi biscus A member of the Mallow family. The one 
in the picture is Syriacus, a hardy shrub which blooms 
late in summer and seems to do particularly well near 
towns. You can increase the plants by taking cuttings 
and planting them in sand, with leaf-mould, in a cold 
frame. They should be planted out in the autumn. 

Hydrangea A member of Lite Saxifrage family. 
Because of their large heads of bloom, Hydrangeas are 
very popular as pot plants indoors, and many people 
think of them only as indoor plants. There are hardy 
outdoor ones as well, but, as a matter of fact, many of 
the pot plants will do perfectly well out-of-doors, if they 
are planted as soon as they have finished flowering. 
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
